'' The great event of the past fortnight 


in this section of the Union has been the 
cap'ure by the Unitnl Slates steamer Mo- 
hawk, Lif ut. T. A. M. Craven, of th» slave 
bark Wildfire, and her carpo of 520 ne. 
|[roet>, and the arrival and disen barkation 
of the latter upon Whitehesd Point, near 
Port Taylr*. 


"The Mohawk sailed from K'y West on 


end of the Island of Cuba. 
On the 23d 


she put into the harbor of Neuvilas, and 
remained-there until the 26th, when she 
took the American brig Ftdro Sanchez 
Dolj in tow, the weather being onlrn, and 


-carried her outside of the reefs. She re- 


mained in company with the bug until the 
next morning, when, discovering a sail in 
the offing heading for the land, she oast. 
off the brig and made chase. 


There being no wind, the sail, which 


proved to be a bark, was speedily ap- 
proached. She was evidently an Ameri- 
ean built vessel, but having no name upon 
her stern she was requested to show her 
colors, in response to which the American 
Bag was hoisted. 
As the Mohawk ranged 


alongside, men were observed atvrorkin 
the rigging, others about the decks—a few 
in number—while the captain and his offi- 
cers coolly leaned upon the rail observing 
the steamer's movements. She did not 
look the; slaver, but from force of liabit, 
with a spice of curiosity, Capt. Craven or- 
dered Lieut. Carpenter to board her. As 
the Boat approached the vessel it was ob- 
served that no rope was thrown out, and 
it was evident that the visit-was not agree- 
able. 


The lieutenant, unassisted, bearded the 


res»el, and was no sooner on her bulwarks 
than he waved hit sword, and the men 
in the boat raised a shout, a signal that 
she was & slaver and a prize. The mo- 
ment that the slaves, who had just been 
driven below, caught tight of the officer?* 
uniform (the hatches were covered with 
gratings only), they sang and clapped 
their hands with joy. 
They instinctively 


knew that their deliverers were at hand. 


" The vessel was at imce taken possess- 


ion of by Capt. Craven, a prize crew put 
on board, the officers and crew transferred* 
to the Mohawk, and the bark taken in tow. 
The Mohawk then headed' for the Florida 
Keys. 


The bark proved to be the Wildfire, a 


handsome clipper of 837 tuns, built in 
Philadelphia in 1855. 
She sailed- from 


New-York on Dec. 16, 1859, with an 


' American crew, for the West Indies. She 


made a good run lo St Thomas, where 
ihe remained eight days, and then sailed 
for the Congo Jtiver. She took on board 
603 slaves on tho night of March 21, She 
got fafely off the coast, and bad not seen 
a sail uu 10 the day of her capture. Whan 
they left th» coast, the Amtrican captain 
•in.dcr.ew were superseded bj a SpanMi 
.taptain ard crew, the former then acting 
«s passengers. This cargo 
crns-'sts of 


children and young rr.en and women, the 
majority being from twelve to sixteen years 
ofatfe. 
They are in a remarkah'y sound 


and hetliy condition; few cargoes come 
over in better condition than this. Tho 
nvgroes, sincb their transfer to the shore, 
Mem happy and contented. Tne sick in 
hotpitil • are getting w«-ll under the kind 
treatment they ore receiving.

A N ORDINANCE in relation to the.rcmo- 


XJL val oT Buildings. 


[t is ordained by the City Council of the 


City of Newport as follows ; 


Section 1. 
INo building shall be removed 


from without to any place within the limits 
of said city, nor from ont place to another 
within naid limits, except as ia hereinafter 
provided. 


.Section 2. Whenever the owner of any 


building shall design to remove the Bame.hc 
shall prefer his petition in writing to tho 
Clly Cuuncil of anid citj-, aolting permission 
to make such removal} which petition shall 
describe euch building, its present location, 
the place to which it ia desired to be removed, 
and tho purpose for which said building is to 
be used, and tho streets along, through or 
over which the same is to be removed, and 
said petition ahall be lodged in tho office of 
the City Clerk at least ten days before tho 
meeting of the City Council at which it is to 
be presented ; and it shall be the duty of tho 
City Clerk immediately to issue and deliver 
to the petitioner, a note of the pendency of 
such petition, for which the City Clerk ahall 
be entitled to demand and receive the sum of 
twenty five cciits(whioh notice the petitioner 
shall cause to be published two sever;'! days 
in the papers employed to do the city print- 
ing, 'he last publication of whicll shall be at 
least one week previous to such meeting of 
said City Council, and no petition for the ro 
moval of anybuilding shall be granted until 
such notice shall have been so given. 


Section 3. Whenever the owner shall re- 


move any building in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, he shall be liable 
to pay to the city all damages, coats and cx- 
penBcis otca.siuned to the city by such remo- 
val, the same to be ascertained by the Board 
of Aldermen, upon the report of the survey- 
or of highways, and before removing nueh 
building the owner thereof shall give bonds 
satisfactory to. the City Treasurer for tho 
payment of such ccsta, damages and expen- 
ses, so to be aacrrtaincd. 


Section 1. ^yhcuever any building, or 


any 
section 
of 
o building, - shall re- 


main in or upon any highway or street 
in said city during the night, the per- 
son removing the same, or the owner thereof, 
shall cause a good and sufficient light to be 
placed at each end of the said building or 
section of a building, and so continued from 
sunset until sunrise, during every night that 
Bald building or section of a building shall 
remain in any highway or street as aforesaid; 
and said prison orotvncr shall also maintain 
a suitable watch about said building or seer- 
tion of a building, during the whole of each 
and every night that the same may remain, 
in or upon said highway or street, whensver 
required BO to do by the Mayor. 


Section 5. Every person violating either 


of the sections of this ordinance shall be 
fined not Ic^s than twenty dollars nor more 
han two hundred dollars.
